age on which we are being launched.

This was vividly revealed at the 


Geneva Conference last August when the spotlight of world attention was focused 
on the peaceful uses of this great power. Months later a second convention in 


Washington, D. C., 
and more. 

How does all this affect exporters and 
those of you whose services are aligned 
with export trade? This is a question we 
may ask ourselves and answer by a shrug. 
“That’s all very well for the long-haired 
scientists, but not for me, at least for 
years and years,” you say? But you are 
wrong! Right now, this year atomic power 
plants and research reactors are being 
built for export. Indeed, there are many 
who believe that the atomic power plant 
will be more widely used abroad than here 
at home. Countries like Great Britain, 
Belgium, Italy, Japan, The Philippines, 
that have very limited coal resources and 
negligible oil or gas reserves, need this 
new source of energy more than we at 
home with our abundant, and relatively 
low cost, fuel supplies. 

It is the country where fuel costs are 
high that can justify the higher costs of 
atomic power plants as compared to con- 
ventional methods of producing electric 
power. Right now, these countries are 
rapidly going ahead with plans for atomic 
power plants. In fact, Great Britain, 
Belgium and Italy are well past the initial 
planning stage and equipment is being 
bought and built. 

Very rough estimates of the potential 
demand abroad for additional electric 
power indicate that atomic power plants 
to provide in excess of 100 million kilo- 
watts generating capability might be in- 
stalled in the free world outside the 
United States by 1980. (This figure is 
roughly the equivalent of the entire in- 
stalled generating capacity in the United 
States today.) 

The only significant capability to manu- 
facture atomic power plants and sell them 
in the growing world market now rests 


and a third at Cleveland, Ohio lifted the veils of secrecy more 


with three countries: the United States, 
the United Kingdom, and the Soviet 
Union. All three will be competing in one 
way or another. 

Our cooperation with other countries 
and the export of atomic equipment for 
research and power reactor applications 
is implemented by bilateral agreements.

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ATOMS FOR ENXPORT—Continued 


Today, there are some 27 bilateral agree- 
ments with other nations. Fully effective 
agreements for cooperation were com- 
pleted with 22 countries by December 21, 
1955. Agreements relating to the exchange 
of unclassified information on design, 
construction, and operation of research 
reactors include the countries of Argen- 
tina, Brazil, Colombia, Chile, Denmark, 
Greece, Israel, Italy, Japan, Lebanon, 
Netherlands, Pakistan, The Philippines, 
Portugal, the Republic of China, Spain, 
Switzerland, Turkey, and Venezuela. 
Agreements with Belgium, Canada, and 
the United Kingdom pertain to the ex- 
change of restricted data and information 
on power reactors. Negotiations are under 
way with still other countries. On such 
a foundation, the export of atomic equip- 
ment from the United States is made 
possible. 

However, agreements do not solve the 
countless problems that arise, but simply 
open the door to a freer discussion of the 
many problems. Many of you will be 
called upon to share in the task of solving 
segments of the yet unsolved problems. 
There are open questions such as; who 
shall own the atomic fuel, where shall 
the atomic fuel be processed, how can 
such projects be adequately financed, and 
where can you get adequate insurance to 
cover the risks involved? 

Transportation becomes a special prob- 
lem. Some of the components of an atomic 
power plant are so huge and heavy that 
considerable question whether 
they can be transported by rail. One 
manufacturer has already built special 
dock facilities at its factory adjacent to a 
navigable waterway, just to avoid the 
limitations of railroad shipments. Then, 
there is the problem of adequately pro- 
tecting all the parts for ocean trans- 
portation. In some cases transocean ship- 
ment of spent, radioactive atomic fuel 
will have to be faced. New and novel 
designs of export packing will have to be 
developed, as well as special handling, 
loading and unloading facilities. Yes, the 
problems are numerous and many of you 
will be tackling various phases of these 
problems. 

Atomic equipment and atomic fuels for 
peaceful uses are not all that wiil be 
exported. There is that most important 
ingredient—know-how. It is a valuable 
export item which is translated into 
technical assistance agreements with pay- 
ments in the forms of annual fees and 
royalties. Here is a continuing source of 
income, as long as our atomic develop- 
ments hold a position of leadership. We 
will maintain that leadership for a long 
time to come because our industries are

HEN it was my privilege to discuss 
the subject of container service dur- 
ing the ICHCA symposium last July, my 
intention was to emphasize the importance 
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of the principle of cooperation and coordi- 
nation between shipper and steamship 
line with the international freight for- 
warder as the connecting link between the 
two. 


The time when the freight forwarder 
sat back and waited for shipping orders to 
be handed to him, has long passed. Pro- 
gressive firms are well aware of the fact 
that if they want to remain competitive 
and “on the beam,” they will have to be 
active participants in the industry. Initi- 
ative is all-important. The freight for- 
warder, in order to stay abreast of these 
fast-moving times, must adopt the most 
effective shipping methods for their 
clients—in the interest of economy and 
efficiency. 


Container service has become an ex- 
tremely acute problem. It is my opinion 
that the freight forwarder should take the 
initiative here in order to find a workable 
solution for the benefit of all parties con- 
cerned—the shipper, the steamship com- 
pany, and the consignee. It seems to me 
that the forwarder cannot afford to wait. 
The penalty is the probable loss of clients 
to companies willing to take certain risks 
and invest in improvements, in order to 
remain competitive and to help develop a 
service which should prove advantageous 
to his customers. 


Container Transport International has 
been organized as a neutral body, serving 
the shipper, forwarder, steamship com- 
pany, and anyone else concerned with the 
efficient movement of cargo. It is here 
where they can obtain their shipping con- 
tainers without heavy investment in equip- 
ment. Through CTI, it is now possible for 
freight forwarders to pool their efforts in 
developing a consolidated container ser- 
vice which would fill their every need. 
Every forwarder could participate in this 
plan. The uniting and pooling of effort in 
this direction inevitably would result in 
mounting influence with shippers and 
ocean lines. A round-table discussion of 
this proposed project should refine many 
of the “rough edges” an unprecedented 
plan such as this might have. 


It is incumbent on the professional 
freight forwarder to fulfill his industry 
role. He is the reliable expert, stream- 
lining the movement of foods from con- 
signor to consignee, with the steamship 
line as the physical agent. The non- 
professional is merely a “messenger boy” 
for the customer and the carrier. 


The container service idea fits neatly 
with the set-up of the progressive for- 
warder.

KERNER’S STATEMENT BEFORE HOUSE COMMITTEE 

The Customs Brokers and Forwarders Association of America, Inc., national industry 
and body, in a statement made before the House Subcommittee on Foreign Freight For 
warders, criticized the Department of Defense for failing to back up its charges that 
military utilization of forwarders’ services was uneconomical and inefficient. Martin A. 
Kerner, president of the organization, who testified at a hearing in New York, told the 
Subcommittee that it was not opposed to the Defense Department's reliance on economy 
and efficiency. He challenged the Department, however, to produce statistics supporting 
its contention, and to reply to specific questions put to it by the Subcommittee and its 
Counsel. 

The Subcommittee is headed by Representative T. A. Thompson (La.), Counsel to the 
Subcommittee is Charles Warren 

Terming the Defense Department's charge “Army gobbledegook and double talk, 
Kerner stated that modern business maintains detailed cost records in order to provide 
instantaneous information on operational costs from the smallest item to the biggest 
He suggested that if the Department “does not thus segregate its operations, and if the 
Department of Defense does not know its detailed costs, then perhaps it is time for Con 
gress to make inquiry as to why the Department of Defense does not employ modern 
methods of efficiency and economy.” 

The CBFAA head placed in the records supporting evidence that a letter written by 
Congressman Bland, dated November 20, 1947, which had been quoted by Earl B. Smith 
of the Defense Department, was edited by substituting a period for a semi-colon, thus 
changing the sense of the statement. 

Kerner urged that the independent forwarder should be distinguished from 
registrants. He pointed out that “the exportine public is entitled to know whether 
registrant is truly an independent foreign freieht forwarder. or is a possible competitor 
to the very exporter who would engage him.” Because there has been no such separation

the independent forwarder often has been saddled “with responsibility for all wrong- 
doing, whereas by their very nature, some of the alleged evils could only be committed 
by others who are registered.” 

The CBFAA supports the thesis that “if forwarders were made subject to licensing 
and regulation patterned after that now in effect for customs brokers, all of the present 
ditticulties in the regulation of forwarders would soon disappear.’’ 

The national organization supports the Bland Act as a good law. It said, however, 
that if it is to be amended, “such amendment should be only to give it teeth, so that 
recalcitrant Government agencies could no longer flout its provisions.” 

Kerner brought out that foreign freight forwarders often have handled Government 
freight without charge as an act of cooperation with the Government, limiting their com- 
pensation to the usual freight brokerage. On the general subject of forwarding fees, 
Kerner stated: 

“Our experience has shown that the size of the fee is no criterion as to its propriety. 
A fee which may be an unreasonably low one in one case, is often excessively high in 
another. We have come to the conclusion that judgment can only be made in individual 
cases. In our proposed revision of G. O. 72, we have suggested a regulation which, by 
administrative interpretation could, we believe, prevent unreasonably high and unreason- 
ably low forwarding fees. As to waiving a forwarding fee entirely, there is much ques- 
tion. We cannot overlook the fact that foreign freight forwarders are also freight brokers. 
Generally speaking, in a transaction involving only a freight brokerage operation, no fees 
are charged to the shipper, and such practice is generally deemed quite proper, even 
though the service benefits the shipper as well as the carrier.” 

Kerner lashed out at the “dummy forwarder,” calling it one of the industry's “pet 
abominations,” Explaining the nature and role of the “dummy forwarder,” he said: d 

“Let us assume that the XYZ Manufacturing Corporation is a large manufacturer with 
considerable export sales, and it sets up the XYZ Shipping Company, a wholly owned 
subsidiary, to act as its forwarder and broker. In this way, the XYZ Manufacturing Corp. 
is enabled to collect brokerage on its own shipments, and XYZ Shipping Company is a 
true dummy forwarder. There is no doubt that this kind of operation should be stopped, 
but under present law and regulation the task is not an easy one. In fact, if the dummy 
is a corporation, it may be legally almost impossible. We do believe, however, that under 
regulations issued pursuant to our proposed revision of G. O. 72, the practice could be 
stepped by administrative action at the time of registration.” ; 

The principle of the basic freight brokerage rate of 14% is valid, the CBFAA presi- 
dent said, pointing to the fact that it is a traditionally and time-proven rate. He indi- 
cated that “neither the propriety of such payment nor its amount was ever questioned, 
until a minority of the conference chairmen, who do not truly reflect the wishes of all 
of the conference members, attempted to eliminate the forwarder-broker entirely.” | 

Earlier Dockets, which were referred to, contain testimony by carriers who consider 
the basic rate of 14% as reasonable compensation. These carriers denied that payment 
of that rate affected freight rates, on the grounds that the employment of a forwarder- 
broker was more economical than performing the work themselves. The CBFAA is seeking

the whiskey is bottled prior to withdrawal. No one present could quite understand why 
the first gauging should be necessary. The Bureau of Customs representative, Mr. Pottinger 
stated that he would look into the question inasmuch as the duty and tax are paid only 
on the amount withdrawn.” 


By letter of December 16, 1955, this Office was advised by the Bureau of Customs that 
the matter had been reviewed and that “—it would be necessary to gauge the whiskey 
twice, once at the time of entry for the purpose of liquidation thereof on the basis 


a customs gauge to determine quantity and to protect the revenue, and again at time of 
transfer into customs territory if the whiskey remains in the zone after acquiring the 
status of privileged foreign merchandise and is not immediately so transferred.” 

Mr. Campbell's response to this holding was substantially as follows: 

“My position remains unchanged from that as expressed at the recent meeting in 
Washington. Our problem, all zones, is that non-privileged spirits bottled in a zone and 
subsequently withdrawn for consumption cost the importer more because of the conver- 


sion to wine gallons rather than proof gallons. In my opinion, the only way zones can 
offer equality of costs in this respect is by use of the immediate liquidation feature. I do 
not feel it necessary to determine the quantity of spirits on hand at the time a foreign- 
trade zone entry (immediate liquidation) is filed for spirits in bulk because that deter- 
mination can be made at time of withdrawal. I do recognize the fact that Customs might 


want to determine the proof in order to inform the owner of his liability per gallon but

If something along these lines can not be worked out, I propose to abandon any

Section 520 (c) (1), Tariff Act of 1930, which authorized the reliquidation of an entry 
in the absence of protest to correct only clerical errors, was broadened in scope in its 
imendment by the Customs Simplification Act of 1953.

ABSTRACT OF UNPUBLISHED DECISIONS 
MISCELLANEOUS 

Computation of time limits; Saturdays, Sundays, and holidays.—When a period of 7 
days or more within which an act is required to be performed is prescribed by statute or 
by regulation, and the last day of that period falls on a Sunday or holiday, performance 
of the act shall be considered timely if done on the first succeeding day on which the 
customhouse is open for general customs business. When the period for the performance 
of an act is prescribed by statute or by regulation and is less than 7 days, intermediate 
Sundays and holidays shall be excluded in the computation. For the purpose of com- 
puting time, Saturdays shall be treated in the same manner as Sundays and holidays 
except as to marine transactions at ports where the customhouse is open for marine 
business on that day (T.D. 51504 (3)). T.D. 51361 (5) being in conflict with these instruc 
tions is rewoked. Bureau letter to collector of customs, New York, N. Y., dated November 
18, 1955. (734.21) [T.D. 53961.) 

DOCUMENTATION OF VESSELS 

Marking of vessels, certification of by owners and inspection by customs officers.—lIf a 
vessel is at a place not readily accessible to a customs officer at the time a document is 
to be issued and the certificate of the owner or agent is accepted in lieu of inspection 
by a customs officer, the duty devolves upon the owner to notify the collector when the 
vessel later arrives at a place accessible to a customs officer. It is not the duty of the 
collector to require the vessel to be brought to a place where the marking may be in- 
spected nor is it his duty to survey the waterfront to ascertain whether any such vessel 
has arrived at an accessible location. Having accepted the certificate of marking, the 
collector may regard the vessel as properly marked in accordance with such certificate 
and may treat the case as closed unless and until a request is made by the owner for 
inspection of the marking or it is found that the vessel was not marked properly in accord 
ance with the certificate upon boarding by a Coast Guard or other enforcement officer, 
in which latter case penalties for the improper marking will be applied. Bureau letter to 
collector of customs, New Orleans, Louisiana, November 8, 1955.

LADING OF BONDED FUEL OIL 

Lading of bonded fuel oll under section 10.62 of the Customs Regulations.—-Some ves 
sels require bunker fuel oil of a type which results from the blending of different grades 
or kinds classifiable at different rates of duty 

When fuel oils classifiable at different rates of duty are withdrawn conditionally free 
under section 309 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and the procedure set forth in 
section 10.62 of the Customs Regulations will be followed, as an incident to the delivery 
of the oils to the vessel or vessels on which thev are to be used they may be blended on 
the delivering barge or lighter or in a common pipeline through which they may be moved 
from the bonded shore tanks to the delivering barge or lighter, subject to the following 
conditions: 

Such olls shall not be entitled to be returned to bonded shore tanks for further storage 
in bond. The withdrawer shall undertake and stipulate to file promptly withdrawals for 
consumption in accordance with the following formula for any portion of the blended oll 
which is not promptly laden with the collector's permission on a vesesel or vessels entitled 
to the privileges of section 309 of the tariff act, as amended 

The excess quantity of blended oil shall be withdrawn for consumption at the rate 
applicable to the oil which is classifiable at the higher rate of duty, to the extent of the 
total quantity of the oil of that kind which was withdrawn. For example, if the qvantity 
withdrawn consists of 1,500 barrels of bunker C fuel oil classifiable at the rate of % cent 
per gallon and 500 barrels of diesel oil classifiable at the rate of % cent per gallon but 
only 1,400 barrels of the blended oil are actually laden as fuel supplies under the con- 
ditionally free withdrawals, withdrawals for consumption shall be filed for 500 barrels of 
diesel oil at the higher rate and for 100 barrels of bunker C fuel ofl at the lower rate 
Bureau letter to collector of customs.

It is understood that the equipme consists of a powder-actuated tool used in attaching 
demolition charges to 0d, concrete, and steel structures. It is stated that the tool is a 10-shot 
repeater and uses a caliber .88 blank specially-charged cartridge to propel the steel stud into 
material preparatory attaching demolition charges 

It has been determined that industrial stud drivers such as the tool in question, as well 
as the specially-charged cartridge and steel stud used in this operation, are not included among 
the articles designated as arms, ammunition, and implements of war by the United States 
Wunitions List. a therefore their exrportatio is not subject to the requirement of a license 
issued by the Secretary of State

CHARGE FOR RECORD SEARCHING UNDER 24.12(B) 

The Bureau has previously ruled (C.I.E.—475/55, dated May 27, 1955) that a hare 
should be made for record searching necessary to certify customs Form 7511 in any case 
where this form is submitted for certification subsequent to the filing of the applicable 
export declaration and neither the date nor the number of the export declaration Is 
furnished as required by section 22.7(b) of the Customs Regulations 

As a result of an employee suggestion, the Bureau has concluded that a charge should 
also be imposed for record searching necessary to certify customs Form 4467, Certificate 
of Exportation, in any case where the applicant fails to supply sufficient export informa 
tion (i.e., vessel name and date of sailing; or date and/or number of the export declara 
tion) so that export records can be readily located. No charge for record sear hing neces 
sary to certify customs Form 4467 shall be made when the vessel name and date of sailing 
or the date and/or number of the export declaration is furnished. (C/L 2933.)

graph 1798, Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, because he lacks a few hours 
remained abroad for the prescribed length of time : : 

In these cases the resident generally does not know the exact provisions of the law 
or feels that the Customs will not require him to meet the exact time limits specified by 
law, and had he known the facts, would not have departed from the foreign country until 
such time as he could comply with the time requirement, In many instances, the resident 
is in a position to return to the foreign country to complete the required “length of time 
abroad.” 

It has been decided that in such instances the foreign journey of a resident otherwise 
entitled to an exemption has not been completed for purposes of claiming the exemption 
and that the resident may be permitted to depart from th territorial limits of the United 
States ang remain abroad long enough to qualify for the exemption 


In order to improve public relations and to establish a uniform procedure for granting 
the $200 exemptior nder the circumstances described above, the following instructions 
shall be observed 

When a resident f the United States is a few hours short of being abroad the length 

time required ir rrder to be entitled to an exemption, but is eligible in every other 
respect, the inspector shall give the resident the option of (a) departing immediately and 


directly from the territorial limits of the United States in order to satisfy the time 
requirement, or (b) obtaining the release of the articles, which would otherwise be subject 
to the exemption, by paying any duties and taxes applicable. In general, the privilege of 
departing shall be limited to United States residents who are not more than 4 hours short 
of meeting the 48-hour requirement or 2 hours short of meeting the 24-hour requirement 
However, if there are extenuating circumstances, supervising officers may permit departure 
under conditions other than stated above and may also permit departure in order to meet 
the 12-day requirement specified for the $300 exemption 

Departure to meet time limits shall not be permitted in any case where the resident 
has attempted to import articles free of duty by any fraudulnt means 

In every case in which such resident elects to depart, he shall complete a written bag- 
gage declaration. The following legend will be placed in the body of the declaration and 
signed by the U. S. Customs officer

marking of imported merchandise. The pertinent statute which this Bureau administers 
is section 304 of the Tariff Act of 1930, as amended (19 U.S.C. 1304); and it is understood 
that the pertinent law under the administration of your Agency s the Federal Trade 


Commission Act (15 U.S.C. 45) 

AS was pointed out during the conference, the Acts themselves and their objectives 
are radically different, and the methods of administering them must also of necessity be 
different. The customs marking law imposes certain requirement upon goods in their 
imported condition, but it also exempts several classes of goods from any marking wnat 
ever. The “ultimate purchaser referred to in the customs law may be an entirely differ 


ent person from the purchaser ntended to be protected under the law administered by 
you, since it is understood that the purchaser contemplated by your law is, in general, 
the ultimate user or consumer in this country For these reasons, the marking questions 
oming before this Bureau will frequently be decided on different bases than those sub 
mitted to your Commission with respect to the same products 

There are also many cases in which decisions must be made by the Bureau and by 
istoms officers in the field immediately, without an opportunity for consultation with 
your office. In this connection it should be pointed out that the vast majority of decisions 
ym marking under the custom aws the field. The only instances where the 
Bureau becomes involved are those in which some question the minds of the 
customs officers concerned, or the importer, or other parties who may be injured if certalr

PHILIPPINES—MODIFICATION IN IMPORT DUTIES

Investigation instituted. Upon application of the United States Wood Screw Service 
, New York, N. Y., received January 20, 1956, the United States Tariff Commission, 
26th day ot January, 1956, under the authority of section 7 of the Trade Agree- 
ments Extension Act of 1951, as amended, and section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1930, insti- 
tuted an investigation to determine whether 


SCREWS, COMMONLY CALLED WOOD SCREWS, OF IRON OR STEEL,
